THE DISASTER ON THE TAY. 

LONDON, December 29, 10 a.-m.— Manager 
North, of the British Railway, telegraphing 
from Lenchars at 4 this morning, says: Sev- 
eral large girders. along with tbe last train 
from Edinburgh, were precipitatedjinto the 
river last night. There were nearly 300 pas- 
sengers besides the company’s servants, all of 
whom are believed to have perisbed.’? 

THE BROKEN BRIDGE, 

A dispatch from Edinburgh, dated at 4 
this morning, says: The portion of the bridge 
which fell consisted of several large superin- 
cumbent girders at the central and navigable 
portion of the river, which averages from 
forty to forty-five feet in depth. The train 
would fall about eightv-eight feet before 


reaching the water. some time elaps- 
ed before the nature of the 
disaster was ascertained. The damage 


to the wires on we bridge and the badness of 
the weather interfered with the transmission 
of the news, and itis unknown whether the 
girders were blown down before the train en- 
tered the bridge or were carried away with it, 
and it will probably never be ascertained, as 
THERE ARE NO SURVIVORS: 
The bridge was only open for traffic in May, 
1878. It was considered atriumph of envin- 
eering skill. It was abouttwo miles long and 
had eighty-live spans, the widest ef which 
was 245 feet. At the highest point it was 130 
feet above high water. 
THE TRAIN LEFT 
Edinburgh at 4:15 in the afternoon. It con- 
sisted of four third-class cars, one first-class 
and one second-class, and a brakeman’s van. 
At the last station before entering the bridge 
tick@ts were taken, and the train was then 
crowded. Vast quantities of wreckage, such 
as doors and roofs of carriages, piers of the 
bridge and articles of wearing apparel, are 
coming ashore. The entire thirteen girders 
of the long central spans of the bridge are gone. 
The night was a bright moonlight one, but 
the wind was blowing a hurricane. 
A VISIT TO THE WRECK. 

LOXDON, December 29, 1p. m.—The Pro- 
vost of Dundee anda party of citizens who 
accompanied him in a steamer te the scene of 
disaster have returned. Search was made 
about the bridge in small boats, but no trace 
of any survivors could be found. The gap in 
the bridge is about a half mile long, compris- 
ing eleven of the longest spans, bach 245 feet 
in length, and one span, 145 feet in length. 

Nothing remained but the bere iron piers. 
About one-third ofthe whole structure had 
vanished, Thirteen brick work stumps were 
to be seen inthe midst of the waves. It is 
positively asserted that three hundred and 
tifteen people are lost. 

INVESTIGATION DEMANDED, 

The London Standard, inan editorial this 
morning, says that when the first feeling of 
horror which hangs over the country, shail 
have subsided, a strict and severe investiga- 
on into the causes of the accident will be de- 
manded by the people, and nothing 
short of a complete answer will 
be accepted. The gale to which the bridge 
succumbed was not exceptionally violent, the 
train of cars having apparently nothing to do 
with the accident, which bad occurred before 
the cars reached the broken portion. Our 
national reputation is at stake, and the inves- 
tigation must be searching. 

A HORROR-STRICKEN CITY. 

NEW YORK, December 29.—A special from 
Dundee says: The appalling eatastrophe of 
last evening has thrown the city into a state 
of frantic excitement, and the neighborhood 
of the fatal bridge is thronged with horror- 
stricken visitors. Not a soul escaped who 
was on tbe ill-fated train. The gallantry 
of James Roberts, the Locomotive Superinten- 
dent of the North British Railroad of Dundee 
and Station Master Smith in venturing out on 
the bridge is highly commended. In spite 
of the fury of the gale, which rendered the at- 
tempt doubiy perilous, after tremendons ex- 
ertions, their hands lacerated by clinging 
tothe rails for dear life, they reached 
the edge of the fatal gap. 

A MISSING STEAMER. 

LONDON, December 29.—Owners of the 
steamer Arragon, about whose safety some 
fear is entertained in consequence of rumors 
of her foundering at sea. state they have 
heard nothing from that steamer since she 
sailed from Bristol the 19th inst., for New 


York. 
SUPPOSED TO BE SAFE, 


NEw YORK, December 29.—The agents of 
the steamer Arragon are not at all apprehen- 
sive of her safety, and expect the vessei here 
within a few days. Heavy gales aud seas are

A CRUEL HOAX, 

NEW YORK, December 29.—Agents of the 
Steamship Arragon pronounce the rumor of 
her loss a eruel hoax, and promise to discover 
and punish the author. The agents say the 
vessel is not due until January 3d or 4th, and 
that the friends of the passengers will be cru- 
elly tortured until the safety of the ship is 
proclaimed,

THE ABOLITION BILL. 
MADRID, December 29.—The committee of 
the Chamber of Deputies to whom was re- 
ferred the bill for the avolition of slavery in 
Cuba, which has passed the Senate, will, to- 
day, commence the examination of the Cuban 
deputies, who are desirous to propose amend- 
ments to the bill. On the reassembling of the 
Cortes, January 10, itis expected that the 
members of the Chamber of Deputies of the 
minority who recently absented themselves 
will participate in the debates on the abolition 
vill.

SOCIALISTIC ALLIANCE. 

BERLIN, December 29.—Correspondence 
has been discovered proving an alliance be- 
tween German Socialists and Russian Nihi- 
lists.

CONTRADICTORY. 

LONDON, December 29.—A Berlin corre- 
spondent of the Morning Post says he is 
authorized to contradict the rumors that a 
revival of the alliance between the three Em- 
perors is contemplated. The correspondent 
also denfes that any alterations are at present 
intended in the protective tariff. He says: 
It is understood thatthe Imperial Govern- 
ments intend bringing in a bill restricting 
the right of free settlement, with aview to 
checking the spread ot Socialism.”

Ardusra, Mk., Dec. 2).—It is the general 
opinion that Governor Garcelon will not sub- 
mit to the Supreme Court questions pro- 
pounded by Governor Morrill. The Republi- 
caus will be prepared for this and present 
the questions through a majority of the mem- 
bers of the last Senate, as it is thought 
such proceedings would conform to the 
law.

A Short Sketch of the Life of the New 
Bishop.

CHICAGO, December 29.—The Daily News 
has information from Rome that the successor 
to the late Bishop Foley has just been appoint- 
ed. The new Bishop of Chicago is Right Rev. 
Jobn P. A. Feehan, Bishop of Nashville. 

BISHOP FEEHAN 
is about fifty years of age. He was born in 
Tipperary, educated at Maynooth, and left for 
America after completing his studies for the 
priesthood, arriving in St. Louis. Inthe 
fall of 1852 he was assigned 
to duty as Superior of the Ecclesiastical Sem- 
From that in- 
stitution he was transferred to the Church of 
the Immaculate Conception, in St. Louis, in 
which position be remained for several years. 
In the fall of 1865 he was 
CONSECRATED AT ST. LOUIS 

Bisbop of Nashville, with jurisdiction over 
the Roman Catholic churches and other in- 
stitutions in Tennessee. Under his adminis- 
tration the diocese of Nashville has grown to be 
one of the most prosperous in the West. 
Though retiring in disposition, he has taken 
a prominent part in public affairs. 

Ile was especially assiduous in es— 
tablishipg camps about Memphis during 
the yellow fever epidemic. He is easily ap- 
proachable and popular with people of all 
denominations. He is regarded as moderate 
in his views. 


A POINTED PROTEST. 


Denunciation by Alex. Stephens of the 
Manipulations in Maine—A_ Short 
Talk With Don Cameron Upon the 
Grant Question.

WASHINGTON, December 29.—The interest 
in Maine still continues. The Democrats gen- 
erally attempt to defend the course of Gurce- 
lon, although they are not disposed to talk 


much about it. In conversation to-day 
with Alex. II. Stephens, he ex- 
pressed himself freely upon the 


subject.“ Not being in possession of the fact,“ 
he said, ti is impossible to judge correctly, 
but I think theDemocrats have been guilty ofa 
great blunder. The fault has not so much in 
unseating the majoriy as in seating the min- 
ority—men whom the people did not elect, 


whom they probably never would 
have elected. If the election 
were decided in each State upon mere 
technicalities, the will of the people would 
seldom be reached and that is. or 
should be, the end arrived at in 
Maine. This will, as expressed at the polls, 


was evidently what Garcelon has apparently 
frustrated. It is a great blunder.’’ 

A resort to force by the Republicans was 
then spoken of, and Mr. Stephens said: Such 
a course would be suicidal. It would over- 
turn whatever they may have gained in politi- 
cal capital, A resort to force would be as 
foolish as secession was. 7

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BURLESQUE BUTTER. 


Thereare Four Tous of It Manufactur- 
ed Daily in Cleveland. 
[From the Cleveland (0.) Herald.] 

The golden butter of the Western Reserve 
bas lorg been praised for its excellence; and 
consumers of the creamy product feel assured 
when they purchase the rich, yellow rolls that 
they are getting an article which they can de- 
pend upon as being fi rst-clussin every respect. 
It will be interesting to those who are fond of 
this necessery adjunct,to the table to know 


that about four tons of it are manufactured 
daily in Cleveland, and so near an imitation is 
it to the genuine article that few can by ordi- 
nary examination detect the fraud. Tiere are 
several processes by which the spurious article 
is produced. Oleomargarine (a!! imitation but- 
ter is often giventhat tiile. however) is made 
from beef snet churned in milk; but the 
zolden rolls produced in this city never go 
‘through the churning process. The manu- 
factures take one part of good butter and 
three parts of lard. generally buying the leaf. 
gut“ fat, and other fatty parts of pork, and 
render the lard out themselves. The lard is 
melted. poured into brine, and some chemi- 
sladded which takes away the flavor and 
changes the color. The brine is then poured 
off, sud. the butter being added, the whole is 
melted together ma huge extdron immersed 
ini boring water after the man- 
ner of making glue. A ther- 
mometer is kept inthe mass all of the 
time to guard against giving it too much heat. 
After baving undergone a sufficient amount 
of caching the stuffis poured into a mixture 
mik and water, Where tt remains a short 
timc. is thentaken out.dumped ona table, 
and manulactured into the nice, rich vellow 
relisof “pure home-matle butter.““ It is 
stamped unh a wooden stamp of tive line 
pico according to law. uch irm uses a 
cdifferent stamp. ‘*Oleonmarzarine,’? **DButv- 
rum Ludyrum, “ and nene Dairy Butter“ 
Are the stamps of the three different ems: 
but after being put on they are often sg 
nearly obliterated with a paldle that 
it almost requires the assistance 
efamicroscope to detect the fact that the 
congiomeration is not the purest Hutter.

WHAT WE SMOKE. 


Some of the Ways in Which Tobacco 1s 
Adulterated. | ° 


[From the Caterer. ! 


To the world in general acigar is merely a 

tightly- rolled packet having brittle fragments 
of dry leaves within, and a smooth. silky leaf 
for its outer wrapper. Whenitis burnt and 
the pleasantly- flavored smoke is inhaled, the 
habitualfsmoker claims for it a soothing lux- 
ury that quiets the irritable nervous organ- 
ism. relieves weariness and entices repose. 
Science, scouting so superticial a description, 
examines frst the smoke. second the leaf, 
thirdthe ash. In the smoke is discovered 
water in a vaporous state, soot (free carbon), 
‘arbonic acid and carbonicoxide, and a va- 
porous substance Condensabie into oily nico- 
tine. These are the general divisions, which 
chemists have still further split up. and in so 
doing have found acetic, formic, butyric, 
valeric., and propionic acids, prussic acid, 
creosote and carbolie acid, amonia,sulphuret- 
ted hydrogen, pyridine, viridine, picoline, 
lutidine, collodine, parvolme, corodineand rub- 
idene. These last are a series of oily bases be- 
longing to the homologues of aniline, first dis- 
covered in coal tar. Applying chemical tests 
to the leaves, other chemists have found ne- 
cotia, tobacco cawphor or nieotianine (about 
which not much is known), a b:tter extractive 
matter, gum, chlorophyll, malate of lime, 
sundry albuminoids, malic acid, woody fibre 
and various salts. The feathery white ash, 
which in its cohesion and whiteness is indica- 
tive ofthe good cigar, vields potash soda, 
magnesia, lime, phosphoric acid, sulphuric 
acid, silica and chlorine. ‘The ingredients ex- 
tractible from a poor and cheap cigar would 
he fearful and wonderful to contemplate. 
Hlere is a list from a parliamentary report on 
ud ulteratjons in tobacco: Sugar, alum, lime, 
flour or meal, rhubarb leaves, saltpetre, full- 
er’s enrth, starch, malt commiugs, chromat? 
of lead, peat moss, molasses. burdock leaves, 
common salt, endive leaves, lamp lack, gum, 
red dve, a black dve composed of vegetable 
rea und licorice, scraps of newspaper, einna— 
mon stick, cabbage leaves and straw brown 
paper.

Their meat is generally permitted to lie about 
onthe ground or any place. Each Indian 
fumily possesses any number of dogs from 
eight to iifteen, and these animals help them- 
selyes tothe meat. After they have satisfied 
themselves, and when the Indians be— 
come hungry, they cut froin this same piecejon 
Which the dogs feed. They generally boil 
their meat, but sometimes they broil it. They 
put it in water and let it remain only a few 
minutes, just long eyough to beat, when thev 
take it gut und begin to cat. They use the 
same Water and the same pail for boiling over 
and over again, until the water becomes a 
perfect slime of fillh. One pot generally does 
service for the entire family. This particular 
potisafryingpan, When the Utes get out 
of bed they wash their faces and bathe the 
baby in it, after which they bake the 
bread and beil the meat. Then they eat out 
of the vessel, and then the dog licks up the 
leavirgs. They clothe themseives with skins 
of animals or with blankets. ‘They generally 
take a blanket or askin and cut a hole in the 
middle of itand throw it over their heads, 
cutting armboles and fastening the varinent 
at the waist with a wide belt, While they close 
up the neck witha buckskin string. Wen 
ihe garment wears out they cut the string and 
let it drop. but net before. Sometimes the 
Indians will Wear as many as five of these gur- 
wents at a time. always keeping the cleanest 
one on the outside.

The elevator itself is hung on steel ropes, 
passing over sheaves supported near the roof 
on massive timber-work, and carries three 
floors. two of these being stages placed one 
over the other. and the third taking the place 
of the rigging lott of the ordinary theaters. Its 
weight will be about twenty-six tous, and it 
is thought, by a system of friction wheels and 
counter-Weights, that four men may be able 
to raise and lower it at pleasure. The idea 
has been acted upon by the management of 
the Madison Square Theater in New York,and 
the double stage is now being placed in that 
theater. It was originally expected that the 
opening would occur about the 12th of next 
month, butit is probable that the work of 
completing the apparatus will not be tinished 
py that date. As this is the first attempt to 
make amovable stage, the practical working 
ofthe apparatus will be watched with great 
interest by the profession as well as the gen— 
eral public. 

HOW IT WILL BE USED. 

In operation it is designed to use the double 
stage inthis manner: Suppose the rst act 
of the play requires aset scene. The elevator 
is lowered till the tirst floor rests at the bot- 
tom of the cellar, the second floor making the 


actusl stage seen by the audience. On this 
stage the play proceeds, while below, in the 


cellar, the carpenters are preparing the scen- 
erv forthe nextact. At the end of the first 
act the curtain is lowered, and the elevator is 
raised, carrying the stage just used, with all 
its set scenery, furniture and properties, up 
10 the third floor, and bringing the stage be- 
low, With all its scenes and properties in 
place, up to the second floor, or level with the 
proscenium. Th.s movement 1s estimated to 
require not more than ninety 
seconds, and the curtain will 
be at once raised and the play will proceed 
witbout detention. During the second 
the carpenters enthe third floor remove the 
scenery andthe furniture,and set the scenes 
forthethird act. Atthe end of the second 
act the curtain comes down and the elevator 
is lowered, the stage just used going into the 
cellar, and the stage above coming down 
into place all ready for use, the operation 
not requiring more than ammute or a midute 
anda half. In some instances when the action 
of thestory proceeds from the top of a bridge 
or building to the stream or road below, or 
Vice versa,the bridge or interior together with 
ull the scenes, properties and actors is bodily 
raised or lowered in full sight of the audience 
—one act being joined tothe next without a 
gap, very much asthe scenes are changed in 
the older theaters, except that in this case the 
furniture, tors and the stage itself are 
changed at the same time. 
TNE PRACTICAL WORKING, 

To gain suchinformation on the probable 
success of the lately invented double stage, 
Richard Halley, scenic artist of Pope’s Thea- 
ter, and Thomas Noxon, who holds a similar 
position atthe Olympic and Grand Opera- 
house, were visited and their opinions ob- 
tained. The former thought the invention 
would not prove a success on account of the 
difficulty in properly lighting it. This was 
more particularly the case witn regard to the 
„border“ lights, which are placed above the 
stage. With the double stage the border 
lights would haye to be placed immediately 
under the floorofthe stage above. The heat 
of these lights is intense, and would not only 
be dangerous on account of fire, but would 
also render the floor above so warm as to ren- 
der it useless as a place to conduct a 
play. The expense of such a contrivance 
would be very large, and would require a 
Jarge number of additional men and stage 
bands to properly manage it. The weight of 
such an elevator would be enormous, and ac- 
cidents numerous. The only object gained, 
even if successfully erected, was a few mo- 
ments between the different acts. In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Halley thought it would never pay 
to put the invention in general use, and was 
of the opinion that it would bea long time 
before anv such improvement was tried in St. 
Louis. Mr. Noxon did not consider the dou- 
ble stage practicable as adapted to general use 
in theaters. The difficulties in N ligut- 
ing the stage might be surmounted. by em- 
ploying portable fixtures, but even then the 
danger of fire would be increased. He 
thought the invention might be made to work, 
but the expense incurred was not justified by 
the gain of afew moments in arranging the 
stage between the acts.

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A Texan Judge Gives His Views of the 
Currie Case. 


Why Barrymore and Miss Cummins 
Were Fined--The Exact Status of 
the Trial—Tbe Chances Pro 

and Con Porter’s Murderer. 


Judge H. R. Allen, of Texas, is registered 
at the Lindell. Mr. Allen is County Judge of 
Vanzant county, immediately adjoining the 
county in which Marshal is situated, where 
occurred the cold-blooded murder of the actor 
Ben H. Porter and the wounding of Maurice 
Barrymore by Jas. H. Currie, who 
is now awaiting trial at Marshall. The re- 
cent fine of Barrymore and Miss Cummens, 
the two witnesses of the tragedy, who failed 
toappear at the last term of the Circuit 
Court when the case was to be tried, has at- 
tracted general attention, and caused not a 
little speculation as to the result of these 
witnesses’ non- appearance at the next term 
of the court, to which the case has been con- 
tinued. From Judge Allen the following in- 
formation concerning the affair was obtained 


this morning: 
„Do you understand that these two wit- 


nesses, Barrymore apd Miss Cummens, were | 


regularly subpoenaed” before the fine was im- 
posed * 

„Certainly. They were not only properly 
notified to appear at the November term of 
the Sixth Judicial Cireuit Court, but each of 
them, as I understand it, entered into a per- 


sonal recognizance of $1,000 to be present 
and testify in the case against Currie 


for the murder of Porter. In not appearing 
they were each fined for contempt of court, 


for not obeying the judicial summons. The 
reason assigned by these witnesses for not 


being present was that they could not afford 
to leave their present engagements, as it 
would cause them apecuniary loss. I do not 
think the Governor, or any other prominent 
ofiicial of the State, has promises to remit 


this fine on their appearance at the next 
term: for I do not think the Goy- 
ernor would act in the matter 
until a final action was made. 


The court imposing the tine has the power to 
set aside, and such will probably be the case 
should these withesses appear at the next 
term.“ 

**W bat will be done in case these witnesses 
are not present at the next tefmy?”’ 

It they don’t testify itis probable that 
Currie will be admitted to bail. Currie has 
been in prison for sucha long time that if it 
appears that no case can be made 
out against him, he will be allowed togo out 
on bail. The bail bond in Texas, in such ca- 
ses, ranges from $5,000 to 510.000, owing 
largely tothe party’s ability to procure it. 
The feeling against the murderer is very 
strong in all classes and parties in Texas. The 
people are willing to have justice done Cur- 
rie, but the impression is general that jus- 
tice can only be accomplished in his convic- 
tion.“ 

Are there anv other witnesses besides the 
two already mentioned?!“ 

„es, there Was another person who saw 
the whole affair, but he has disappeared. It 
is supposed that he has been bribed by some 
of Currie’s friends and has leftthe country, 
so as not to appear against Currie on the 
trial.“ ; 

**TIas Currie anv influential friends in Tex- 
as Who are inaking anv effort to acquit him of 
the indictment?’ 

Ile has no particular friends of anv promin- 
ence who are interesting themselves ino bis 
behalf. except his brother who lives in 
Shreveport. La. His brother, is reported to 
beamanof some position and means. He 
has employed Col. Crane,a very fine lawyer of 
Shreveport, tocenductthe defense, and it is 
thought that he will make the best of the case 
on the trial if such trial ever takes place.“ 

Who will conduct the prosecution?” 

„Col. W. W. Spivey is the prosecuting at- 
torney of that county, and heis considered 
one ofthe best criminal prosecutors in the 


State. It is understood that 310,000 has been 
raised bv the dramatic profession in New 


York to defray tue expenses of u prosecution. 
This will probably be used in employing oth- 
er counsel, but I don’t know that anybody has 
yet been retained in the case.“ 

In conclusion, Judge Allen expressed his 
regiet that the case against Currie had been 
so long delayed, and hoped that the next term 
of the Circuit Court would witness a fair trial 
of Currie, at whieh all the persons acquainted 
With the affair would be in attendance.

It is a remarkable fact that, while the 
railway system of Europe is better than 


the greatest railway horrors of the world 
are furnished from that quarter. When ar 
accident occurs, it is generally of an ap- 
palling character. The account which we 
have to-day of the loss of an entire train on 
the Edinburgh and Dundee Railway seems 
almost incredible. The train was driving at 
night across the bridge which spans the 
Frith of Tay. A tremendous storm was

The entire train plunged into the water, and 
over 300 people were drowned. The estuary 
of the Tay, where the bridge crosses, is 
about two miles wide. The bridge was a 
light structure, àesting on piles and piers, 
and was exposed to the fierce winds which 
sweep from the German Ocean.

How fhe Deftly Parries Questions Con- 
cernim Her Approaching Mar- 
riage.

“A Villm at Nice, Rest and Happiness”— 
Adelaide Discourees of Her Heart 
and Art—Juliet Bewitches a 
Post-Dispatcu Re- 
porter. 


Miss Adelaide Neilson’s pretty fac2 has 
been made sufticiently familiar to the people 
of St. Louis by the lithographs which have 
blossomed in the shop windows and which for 
once are neither works of the imagination or 
carigatures. Hence no particular inventory of 
her charms is needed to introduce her to the 


readers of the Post-DISPATCH. Miss 
Neilson has a difficult countenance 
to remember in detail, because 


features impress one; she is certainly very 
pretty and as certainly she is so full of mag- 
netism and genius that involuntarily one list- 


ens more than one looks. A Post-DISPATCH 
reporter bad the genuine pleasure of an inter- 
view witb the lady yesterday evening, and he 
carried away with bim such a mixed-up, 
though lovely, bewilderment of red lips, 
sparkling eves, tumbled hair, sheeny silk and 
diamonds, that be was totally unable to recon- 
struct the artiste after he had left her. She 
bus that excellent thing in woman, a low 
voice: in fact, her conversation is carried on 
principally in an animated whisper, and her 
marked English pronunciation with the 
broad vowels and distinct enunciation is balm 
to the ear and rest to the soul. She has, also, 
avery pretty habit of pointing off her sen- 
tences With a long mark on thetable by a 
jeweled finger, which, by the way, would be 
justasfair without the blaze of diamonds 
that cover it.

Sara Bernhardt, I think, will electrify 
America when she comes here. She has 
genius, and although her plays are French, it 
makes no difference. She speaks not with 
her tongue Dut with her heart, and at the very 
first ‘sacre!’ you will begin to recognize her 
talent. She is most wonderful in her poses,“ 
and here Miss Neilson illustrated these grace- 
ful posturings, swaving back and forward in 
her chair. 1 don't think the difference in 
language will make materially against her.“ 

»Wbat do you think of our American ar- 
tistes? ? 

‘*That is something upon which I must not 
express an opinion. I don't think it would 
be in good taste; do you? But I will say this, 
it is an invariable rule that sudden success is 
not permanent One can goup as a rocket 
just as brilliantly and just as high,but I don’t 
care how glittering and how great the ascent, 
the time will come when the artist will come 
down like the stick. I know how that is. I 
made my debut when I was tifteen years old. 
with the audacity of youth I played Juliet 
and Viola and Rosamond—to empty benches 
after a little while. Was a 
great actress, thought, but 
people would not come to see me. I 
traveled through the provinces and at 
the week’s end for my talented imper- 
sonations of Shakspeare’s heroines I would re- 
ceive on an average two dollars. I came up 
to London and not a manager would have me 
at any price, and after hard trials I. in spite 
of myself, bad to take subordinate parts. 
When I was willing to begin at the beginning 
and learn the art 1 began to rise. Ina little 
while I was making o a week; then I soon 
made $40; then I made a second debut in Amy 
Robsart and all has been plain sailing to me 
since. I went into the provinces again and at 
the very house, in Birmingham which 
paid me two dollars for my first engagement I 
got $2,000. 

Aud you will find that tobe the case with 
every artist who has succeeded. There must 
be a long apprenticeship; there must be ex- 
perience and womanbood before one can play 
such a part as Juliet or Imogene. A callow 
girl can no more appreciate the subtleties of 
such characters than she can fly. To enter 
into allthe intensities of these careers one 
must have known and felt oneself. And 
then it takes several years’ study to master a 
part, by the best actress; the mere parrotiz- 
ing of the words is nothing. I mean the 
full, broad knowledge of the play which is 
only to be attained by studying the whole 
life of the heroine and evervthing else 
in every wav related to her. 1 
have been studying Imogene in ‘Cym- 
beline. for six yeurs, and to other of Shaks- 
peare’s ladies Ihave given almost as much 
time. They are wonderful creations. Other 
authors give ordinary women, but ail of 
Sbakepeare's women are extraordinary.”?

Views of Several Prominent Irishmen On 
the Subject—Oil Poure nthe 
Troubled Waters. 


The splitinthe committee and the subse- 
quent bolt are the last recorded doings of the 
friends of Ireland. It has been Known 
throughout the city for some time that there 
was a very serious difference of opinion be- 
tween those who favored either of the two 
proposed channels through which relief was 


to be sent to the famishing peasantry of Ire- 
land. As usual with such differ- 
ences of opinion, it became more 


acrid as it progressed, and no one was very 
much surprised when the breach widened so 
broadly atthe last meeting. The friends of 
Parnell, it is said, want funds for a different 
purpose than do those who wish to make the 
venerable Archbishop of Tuam their grand 


almoner. Criminations and recriminations 
have passed backwards, and forwards 
and much bad feeling is be- 


ing generated between the two factions. 
Of course the presence of a newspaper re- 
porter in the midst of the discussion was 
enough in itself to make the discussion take a 
most milk-and-watery turn. Nationalists and 
non-Nationalists when in the toils of the in- 
terviewer are as meekas thougb they had 
never made a mean remark about their 
bretbren. 
MR. JOS. O°’ NEIL 

President of the Citizens’ Bank, was one of 
the first gentlemen called upon, and opinions 
were extremely scarce with him. In fact, 
he said, 'I have not matured myself upon this 
subject as yet, and I don’t want to express 
an opinion until I have formed one.“ 

„Still, you certainly have made your mind 
up as to how you wish your own contribution 
to be applied?” 

Mes, I meant what I gave to be applied in 
charity and not in politics. I am a Nationalist 
inacertain sense, and I would spend my 
money like waterifI thought any real good 
could be obtained politically for Ireland. 
and hence my donation was for charity and 
not for politics.’ ’ 

How does Parnell mean to spend what he 
gets?“ 

„As J understands he means to apply it 
for relief, but how or in what manner I do 
not know. Of course some of it wil! go into 
politics, they say, but I can’t for the life of 
me see how he is going tospend money in 
olitics. That is nota question of money in 

reland, but effective charity is. 

In fact, 1 sum up the matter this way: 
This money, much of it, was given by Amer- 
icans who want torelieve distress, not to fo- 
ment fruitless insurrection, and I, for one, 
think it would be a breach of faith to spend 
that money in any way butfor charity. Mind, 
as far as 1 am concerned personally, 
I am a Nationalist us you call it, but this is 
net a question of politics, but of mercy and 
common honesty.’’ 

MR. J. H. M’NAMARA, 
the architect, and an ex-president of the 
Knights of St. Patrick, was seen at his office. 
‘*Whatdo you think of this split in the 
board of trustees Saturday night?’’ queried 
the news-gatherer. 
do not think it will amount to anything. 
It willall have blown over before the board 
meets again next Saturday.“ 
Are there to be two meetings, one of the 
Parnellians Friday and the other Saturday ?’’

No. The place where distress most pre- 
vails is Mayo. Archbishop McHale knows 
that county so well that he has been selected 
as the fittest person to relieve the distressed. 
As appeals come in from other places, very 
probably other persons, priests or laymen, 
wil] be selected to distribute the money in 
these localities.’ ’ 
Adu don’t think any of it will go to Par- 
nelly’? 
No; I think not.“ 
»The minority call you partisansin that 
vou select a representative Catholic, aud one 
openly epposed to the Land League. 
Well, a Catholic is the fit person to se- 
lect, inasmuch as all the 
are Catholics, every one. 
CUONSELOR GARVEY 
was met on Fifth street by à reporter and 
asked what he thought of the condition of the 
Irish Fund. 
**Well,’’ be remarked, I don’t know, my 
boy. At any rate I am going to wait till 
the fix up the dispute before 
I give my little mite toward the cause. Iam 
willing to give to Parnell, and I’m willing to 
give to Archbishop McHale so long as either 
of them gets the whole contribution and can 
do effective work with it. By the way,’’

MASKED ROBBERS. 


Harmony Railroad Station Visited 
by Four Desperadoes. 
. 

One ofthe Robbers Arrested and Identi- 


fied—Particulars of the Robbery De- 
{tailed bythe Victims. 


Shortly before midnight Saturday nicht 
Harmony, arailroad station on the Illinois 
and St. Louis about nine miles from East St. 
Louis, was visited by a band of four robbers, 
who burglarized the depot and the residence 


of Dennis Rush, roadmaster. Mr. 
Rush and Joe Brown and John 
Christian, two road bands, had retired 


shortly after 10 o’clock in adjoining rooms. 
The remainder of the inmates of the house, 
Mrs. Rush, Misses Katie and Sarah, their broth- 
er, John Rush, aged twenty, and Harnev 
Spaulding, a road hand, sat in the duining- 
room until nearly 12 o’clock. when they were 
aroused bya loud knocking at the front door. 
Young Rush hastened to open the door, but 
before he reached it it was burst in, and four 


men, each bearing a revolver, rushed in. 
Two of them were masked, one 
with a white handkerchief drawn 


over the nose and fastened batk of the head, 
and tne other, a red one arranged in a similar 
manner. When they reached the dining- 
room, making young Rush walk before them, 
the spokesman of the band called out 
““SURRENDER!?’’ 

Mrs. Rush, who was almost paralyzed with 
fear, screamed loudly. One of 
the robbers then said, Jesse James never 
kills, don’t befafraid.’’ One of the robbers 
was then detailed to keep guard over those 
in the dining-room, with two drawn and 
cocked revolvers- The man left to keep 
guard discharged two of the barrels to further 
intimidate the already terrified family. One 
of the balls entered the uoor a few feet from 
where he stood and the other,glancing from the 


walls, fell upon the table about which the 
fumily were sitting. In the meantime the 
otherthree had proceeded up stairs to the 
rooms where Messrs. Rush, Brown and 
Christian were sieeping. When Mr. Rush 
opened his eyes he found himself looking into 
the glistening barrels of two revolvers that 
were but a few feet from bis head. The two 
others entered the adjoining room, where 
they met the two road bands, who were just 
awakening. 


Christian and Brown jumped from the bed. 


the former at the same time pulling on his 
pantaloons. As the robbers feared some 
trouble from this source they thought it best 
to silence them. Christian was dealt 
A POWERFUL BLOW OVER THE HEAD, 

which knocked him senseless. Brown 
was dealt with in a similar manner, the blow 
he received from the butt end of a revolver in 
one of the robbers’ hands inflicting a 

sh about one inch in length. 

rown and Christian soon recovered con- 
sciousness and were marched into Rush’s 
room, where three of them were placed under 
the guard of one of the masked men. The 
other two then went down stairs to the din- 
ing-room and marched Mrs. Rush up to 
the room in which Mr. Rush and the two 
hands were held prisoners. They then went 
to the dining-room again and com- 
manded Katie to take up a 
con and show them through 
the house. The young lady in fearof her 
life took up the lamp and started with them, 
opening all the drawers, closets and places in 
which valuables might be kept. When they 
reached the room in which Mr. and MraRash 
and Brown and Christian were they approach- 
ed Mrs. Rush and commanded her to give 
them all the money she had in her possession. 


From her m she drew 
out about sixty dollars of mon- 
ey, which she banded the spokesman, 
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different parts of the county were notified. 
Chief Renshaw, of East St. Louis, at once de- 


tailed Deputy Gleyre, who, with 
Deputy Sheriff Healy, of East 
St. Louis, searched the vicinity for 
information, but without success. They re- 


turned to East St. Louis and found in ane of 
the cells at the station-house a man who had 
been arrested with a horse and wagon, near 
Heim’s brewery, about four o’clock yesterday 
morning, for drunkenness. When arrested he 
refused to give his name, or at least his ef- 
forts at articulation gave the ofli- 
cers in charge no clue to it. No 
further attention was paid to him. When 
Deputy Glevre returned he thought that the 
man occupying the cell on the charge of 
drunkenness closely answered the description 
given of one vf the robbers. Mr. Rush was 
telegraphed for this morning and identified 
the man as one of the robbers, but to be cer- 
the train for Harmanv to have 
his family and the hands ident- 
ifv him. They all arrived in 
East St. Louis about 11 o’clock to-day and 
were unanimous in pronouncing him the one 
that stood guard in the dining-room 
WHO DISCHARGED THE REVOLVER. 

When taken from the cell to-day the man 
gave hishume as Ed. Quinlan, but would 
give no other information, still retaining his 
unconscious manner. Mr. Rush stated to a 
reporter that he was positive that 

uinlan was one 01 the meu. 
asked what he knew of 
the epee he said: I went to bed shortlv 
after 10 o’clock, and was awakened about 12 
by the report of arevolver. As I opened my 
eyes, I found the barrels of two revolvers al- 
most touching my head. I was commanded to 
get up, and did so. As I arose, one of the 
robbers held two revolvers before my face, 
while the other ransacked the bed- 
clothing, and turned the ticks, expect- 
ing, 1 suppose, to find some money 
there. but there was nothing feund. Just 
then Brown and Christian came inte the room 
in front of four revolvers and were placed un- 
der guard with me. This is all that occurred 
in my room.“ Brown and Christian also 
came to the station, and were positive that the 
man in the cell was the one wanted. Chris- 
tian gave the  followmg account of 
what transpired in his bed- room: 
„„We were awakened by two men 
entering the room. One was a small man and 
the other large. We got up and started to 
pull on our pants, when one of the men

on the floor. When I recovered I saw Brown 
lying on the floor, the blood pouring from an 
ugly wound over his left eye. He soon recov- 
ered also and was made to stand 
beside me. One of the men then went 
through everything in the room. In the 
pocket of Brown’s pants. which hung upon 
the wall, he found about 818. He took our 
satchels and kicked them open, and then 
kicked the contents all over the floor. Every 
once in a while he would say to Brown.‘ You’re 
a Dutchman, and I believe I'Il kill you any- 
how.’ After they went through every- 
thing in the room, tbey marched up 
into the boss’ room, where we 
were Watched by another fellow. The fellow 
that searched my pants pockets wouldn’t let 
me look at him in the face or he’d shoot me, 
but I got 8 good look 
the fellow that was 
us, and I'd know him if 
again. This fellow in the cell came up stairs. 
I am sure he is the one.“ Both Brown and 
Christian had ugly gashesover their eyes 
where they had been struck 
with tbe revolver. Miss Katie 
says that she took up the lamp and showed 
them through all the rooms. They went 
through every drawer in the house, and from 
one took twenty-five cents belonging 
to a little sister. Katie, Sarah 
Spauiding and John Rush are all posi- 
tive that Quinlan is the man that guarded 
them in the dinning-room. 

Mr. Porter Leonard, the proprietor of the 
livery stable, corner of Nintn and Pine streets, 
went to East St. Louis to-day to give 
the police a description of a mare that hs bad
